The case they draw up will be presented to the standing com- 
mittee of the association. 
It will then be presented to th£ 


United States Railroad Labor Board. 
The railroad board, the 


supreme court of railroad capital and labor, will hold a pub- 
lic hearing before reaching a decision. 
Not until the railroad 


problem is settled will industrial readjustment be accomplish- 
ed, authorities generally believe. 
Normalcy will come when 


the railroad problem is solved by the four sides involved. 


These four sides are: Railroad management, one million 


stockholders, two million employes and the traveling public. 
E. T. Whiter, speaking -for the roads before the labor board, 
said "the only way to pay the 6 per cent, earnings guaranteed 
the sotckholders under the agreement is to reduce the wages.'" 
The railroads are losing money and the safety of passengers 
is imperiled. 
Now in order to reduce expenses the number 


of employes is cut which fail? to properly safeguard the lives 
of the people.
